2.  Tags  and  seals  for  the  purpose  of  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  be  in  a  form  and  style  prescribed  by 
the  Game  Commissioner,  and  shall  be  issued  by  a 
Game  Warden,  Provincial  Constable,  Government 
Agent,  or  any  person  authorized  by  the  Game  Com¬ 
missioner.  A  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  pay¬ 
able  for  each  tag  and  accompanying  seal. 

3.  No  person  shall  remove  from  the  carcass  of 
any  deer  any  tag  or  seal  which  has  been  attached 
thereto  until  the  carcass  has  been  transported  to 
the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  consume  the 
carcass. 

4.  Every  person  found  in  possession  of  the  car¬ 
cass  of  a  deer  to  which  there  has  not  been  attached 
a  tag  and  seal  as  prescribed  by  these  regulations 
shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regula¬ 
tions.

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
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folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to 
be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If 
amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its 
progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Hill  shall  be  reprinted  by 
the  promoters  thereof.
